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COMMUNITY PRESERVATION ACT 

Councilor wants CPA called to account 


Proposed ballot question would remove property tax surcharge

One city councilor is looking 
for the townspeople to weigh in 
on the current state of the Com¬ 
munity Preservation Act. 

City Councilor George Bitzas 
sent out a memorandum to the 
mayor’s office and to his fellow 


councilors last week asking how 
to place a removal of the CPA on a 
future town ballot. Under the cur¬ 
rent law, a 1 percent surcharge on 
Agawam property taxes is depos¬ 
ited in an account separate from 
the town’s operating budget, to 
be used only on open space, rec¬ 


reation, housing or historical 
preservation projects. In addition 
to local tax receipts, the fund also 
receives payments from the state 
government. 

He said his motivation in seek¬ 
ing to end the program comes 
from conversations with resi¬ 


dents in his travels in town. 

“I have had people come up to 
me and ask me why we still have 
it,” said Bitzas. “Many of them are 
on fixed incomes and it is an ex¬ 
tra tax for them.”

GETTING THERE 

Clearing the way for young walkers 

School children count on crossing guards at busy intersections

6 "W 4 Te just want to keep 
\/\f kids safe,” said Mary- 
w lr Jo Santucci, who has 
made that her job for nearly 20 
years as an Agawam school cross¬ 
ing guard. 

When kids head back to school 
next week, Santucci and six other 
adult crossing guards — Julie 
Beauvais, Angela Bonavita, Rita 
Clark, Linda Jensen, Joyce Martin 
and Carol Orr — will assist stu¬ 
dents who walk or ride bikes to 
school to safely cross busy inter¬ 
sections. 


Stationed at key intersections 
near the four elementary schools, 
the middle school and the junior 
high school, they protect students 
crossing streets. Their presence 
also discourages unsafe behavior 
by kids, such as darting into traf¬ 
fic without looking, or crossing 
against a traffic signal. 

Equipped with fluorescent yel¬ 
low vests and lighted red STOP 
paddles, they enter streets and are 
the last to exit. They keep students 
safe during a four-second crossing 
of some of Agawam’s busiest roads 
every morning and afternoon. 

Helen Marganti, the School 
Department’s transportation liai¬ 


son, oversees the crossing guards, 
including three substitutes. She 
said crossing guards must be reli¬ 
able, responsible, and enjoy being 
around children. 

“They also must understand 
the importance of their job,” Mar-

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Relay’s new leader wants more community involvement

W hen her father was battling can¬ 
cer several years ago, Andrea 
Polley felt helpless. She couldn’t 
take away his pain, but she let him know he 
wasn’t alone as he struggled with the dis¬ 
ease that claimed his life two years ago. 

Polley said her father always had a smile 
on his face and joke or story to tell through¬ 
out his illness. 

“He often told me he wanted to speak to 
other cancer patients about not 
giving up,” she said. “He wanted 
to hear their stories and tell 
them to keep smiling.” 

Her father’s words are Polley’s 
inspiration as the Feeding Hills 
resident steps into her role this 
month as the new event leader 
for the American Cancer Soci¬ 
ety’s Relay for Life of Agawam. 

She’s now on a mission of ful¬ 
filling her father’s wishes by be¬ 
ing the one to hear the stories of 
cancer survivors and caregivers, 
and encouraging them not to 
give up. 

“I want to remind them to keep smil¬ 
ing and let them know they’re not alone in 
their battle against cancer,” she said. 

Polley, who has been involved with Relay 
events for 15 years, is holding an informa¬ 
tional night on Thursday, Sept. 8, so more 
people in the community can learn about 
the Relay. An informal event, it will be held 
from 6 to 7 p.m. at the Fitness First Health 
Club, 60 N. Westfield St., Feeding Hills. 

“It’s an opportunity for people to learn 
more about Relay and how to get involved 
— either by forming a team or joining the 
volunteer committee that plans the Relay,” 
said Polley. 

The signature event for the cancer soci¬ 
ety, the first Relay was held in Washington 
state in 1985. During the Relay, partici¬ 
pants gather in a large outdoor space for 
several hours, usually all night into the next 


day, while they take turns walking, usually 
around a track. 

Relay for Life of Agawam is one of more 
than 5,000 Relay events held in communi¬ 
ties around the country. The Relay in Aga¬ 
wam has raised nearly $300,000 to help 
fund cancer research since it began in 2012. 
The 2017 Relay will be held Friday and Sat¬ 
urday, May 19-20, at School Street Park. 

Get thinking 

“Having an informational night early 
in Relay season will help get people think¬ 
ing about how they’d like to be 
involved with Relay before the 
holidays this fall and winter,” 
said Polley, a Southwick native 
who has lived in Feeding Hills 
with her husband and two chil¬ 
dren for 12 years. “I want peo¬ 
ple to have more conversations 
with their families prior to our 
formal kickoff early next year.” 

Polley said she also hopes 
some people who attend the 
informational night will volun¬ 
teer for the Event Leadership 
Team responsible for planning 
the annual Relay. 

“A lot of planning goes into Relay prior 
to the kickoff, so I’m looking for commu¬ 
nity members, especially team captains, to 
share their ideas,” said Polley, an elemen¬ 
tary teacher at Robinson Park School and 
a local Girl Scout leader. 

She said she wants to build on the work 
of Janine Iacolo, who helped organize and 
start the Relay in Agawam and who served 
as event leader for the past five years, as 
well as leadership team members who 
made the Relay a successful community 
event. 

Polley’s first experience with Relay for 
Life took place in Georgia in 2001, five years 
after her grandfather died from cancer. 

“When I learned that the school where 
I was then working at had a Relay team, 
I knew I had to get involved in the fight 
against cancer,” she recalled.

In addition to losing her grandfather 
and father to cancer, Polley’s brother has 
also had cancer. Although he’s currently 
cancer-free, he’s been treated twice for a 
soft tissue cancer known as sarcoma. 

“When someone you care about gets 
cancer, you feel helpless. You want to take 
their pain away and be strong for them,” 
said Polley. 

Fighting back against cancer is per¬ 
sonal for Polley, just as it is for almost all 
who come to Relay. “Everyone who attends 
Relay has been touched by cancer in some 
way. It’s a place where you don’t have to feel 
alone,” she said. “People come together to 
celebrate battles won, remember battles 
lost, and fight back.”

2nd hearing on bridge 
work next week 

WEST SPRINGFIELD — The state De¬ 
partment of Transportation will hold a 
second public hearing next week on the 
proposed replacement of the Morgan-Sul- 
livan Bridge. 

The hearing is at 6 p.m. Thursday, Sept. 
8, at the West Springfield Town Hall Au¬ 
ditorium, 26 Center St., West Springfield. 
State officials will discuss work proposed 
for the bridge that carries Route 147 over 
the Westfield River, connecting Agawam 
with Memorial Avenue in West Spring- 
field. Under MassDOT plans, the roadway 
would be widened and made safer for both 
vehicles and pedestrians. The proposed re¬ 
construction work would also include the 
nearby intersections of Memorial Avenue 
and River Street in West Springfield, and 
Springfield Street’s intersections with Main 
and Suffield streets, and Walnut Street, in 
Agawam. The project may involve land tak¬ 
ings, and MassDOT’s policy on land takings 
will be discussed at the hearing. 

The estimated $23.17 million project is 
currently slated to begin construction next 
summer. 

Plans will be on display one-half hour 
before the meeting begins, with an engineer 
in attendance to answer questions regard¬ 
ing this project. According to MassDOT, all 
views and comments made at the meeting 
will be considered as much as possible. 

This hearing follows a previous public 
hearing in Agawam on Aug. 31, after the 
Agawam Advertiser News’ deadline. All are 
invited to participate in the public hearings. 
Written statements may also be submitted, 
postmarked within 10 days after the hear¬ 
ings, to Patricia A. Leavenworth, P.E., Chief 
Engineer, MassDOT, 10 Park Plaza, Boston, 
MA 02116, Attention: Bridge Project Man¬ 
agement, Project File No. 605384. Submis¬ 
sions will also be accepted at the meeting. 
Project inquiries may be emailed to dot.

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Primary election next Thursday 


Voters in Agawam will go to the polls 
next week to determine the party nomi¬ 
nees for sheriff, state representative and 
several other races. The usual polling 
places in Agawam will be open 7 a.m. to 
8 p.m. on Thursday, Sept. 8. 

Democrats 

The hottest race on next week’s pri¬ 
mary ballots is a three-way Democratic 
Party nomination contest for Hamp¬ 
den County Sheriff. Candidates in the 
race include Michael J. Albano of Long- 
meadow, Thomas Ashe of Springfield 
and Nick Cocchi of Ludlow. A fourth 
candidate, John F. “Jack” Griffin, is on 
the Democratic ballot but has dropped 
out of the race. The winner of the Sept. 
8 vote will move on to the general elec¬ 
tion in November, against Republican 
and independent candidates. 

Democrats next week will likely 
make the final decision on the gov¬ 
ernor’s councilor to replace Albano. 
With no general election opponent in 
sight, the winner of the nomination 
fight between two East Longmeadow 
Democrats, Mary E. Hurley and Jeffrey 
S. Morneau, will determine Western 
Massachusetts’ next representative on 
the eight-person board that confirms 


judicial appointments. 

Agawam’s Democratic ballot has no 
candidate for state representative, but 
former state Rep. Rosemary Sandlin, D- 
Agawam, is running a write-in and stick¬ 
er campaign for the nomination. If she 
gains enough votes, she will appear on 
ballots opposite the Republican incum¬ 
bent in November. 

Also on next week’s ballot, political 
newcomer Jerome Parker-O’Grady, D- 
Southampton, is the only contender for 
the Democratic nomination for state 
senator in the district that includes Aga¬ 
wam. He will also face a Republican in¬ 
cumbent in November. 

Incumbent U.S. Rep. Richard E. Neal, 
D-Springfield, is likewise unopposed on 
the primary ballot, and will face a Liber¬ 
tarian challenger in November. 

Republicans 

There are no primary election con¬ 
tests on the GOP ballot as printed, 
though there will be at least one county¬ 
wide race on primary day. 

John M. Comerford of Palmer is the 
only listed candidate for county sheriff, 
but Francis Barbaro of Wilbraham an¬ 
nounced last month that he is mounting 
a write-in campaign for the Republican 


nomination. 

Agawam’s two incumbent state leg¬ 
islators, Sen. Donald F. Humason Jr., R- 
Westfield, and Rep. Nicholas A. Boldyga, 
R-Southwick, are unopposed on the pri¬ 
mary ballot. 

There are no Republican candidates 
for congressman or governor’s coun¬ 
cilor. 

Other parties 

Two other parties have achieved 
major status in Massachusetts and will 
have ballots available on primary day. 
Both the Green-Rainbow and United In¬ 
dependent parties’ ballots will be blank, 
however, as neither party is running a 
candidate for any of the offices in the 
state primary. 

Registered members of the Green- 
Rainbow Party or United Independent 
Party can only vote in their party’s pri¬ 
mary. Voters with the political designa¬ 
tion “unenrolled” — commonly known 
as independent voters — can choose 
any party’s ballot when they check in to 
their polling place on Sept. 8. 

The winners of the primary election 
will join presidential candidates on the 
general election ballot on Tuesday, Nov. 
8 .

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OUR VIEW 

First lesson: 
Be safe, kids 

T he first test of the day for local students isn’t 
the pop quiz in chemistry class. It’s getting 
there in the first place. Fortunately, our chil¬ 
dren overwhelmingly pass the test, every day. As with 
all their academic endeavors, however, their full suc¬ 
cess depends on the help and example of the adults 
around them. 

Part of that is the dedication and care of the bus 
drivers and crossing guards, two sets of unsung he¬ 
roes that we’ve profiled in the last two weeks of the 
Agawam Advertiser News. Part of it is every other 
adult in town. 

Parents need to make sure our youngsters know 
how to keep safe on the road — even if they’re not 
driving yet, even if they’re not walking to school, even 
if they’re not taking the bus. At some time during the 
school year, every kid will end up walking or biking 
on a friend’s street, even if they don’t do it every day 
on the way to school. 

The rest of us need to remember that with school 
back in session Sept. 8 — and already back in session 
in many of our neighboring communities — buses 
will be sticking out their stop signs and children are 
going to be out on the roads at different hours than 
we’ve been used to in the summer. We’ve got to keep 
an eye open and be ready to hit the brakes. 

Living in suburban Western Massachusetts, most 
of us adults don’t spend much time walking, bicycling 
or waiting for a bus to arrive at our curb. It takes a 
little effort to remember what it was like all those 
years ago — just like it takes a little effort to remem¬ 
ber algebra and colonial history to help out with the 
homework. 

Passing the safety test, like passing a midterm 
exam, requires knowledge and critical thinking. 

What they can do: Learn that road safety is seri¬ 
ous, and they are not immortal. Learn the “rules of 
the road” for non-drivers, such as walking against 
the flow of traffic if there’s no sidewalk; looking both 
ways before crossing; using hand signals and sharing 
the road when bicycling. 

What we can do: Teach them the rules; just as im¬ 
portantly, don’t always assume that they’ll follow the 
rules. That means it’s up to us, the drivers, to watch 
for children darting out between parked cars, even 
though they’re not supposed to; or walking with their 
backs to traffic wearing dark clothes at dusk, even 
though they’re not supposed to; or stepping off the 
curb at a bus stop because of some child’s game that 
involves shoving or running around — even though 
they’d be the first to admit, if you sat them down 
calmly and asked them to consider it rationally, that 
they’re not supposed to do that. 

We were all in school, once, too, and road safety 
was never at the top of our to-do list — not as long as 
we had friends to share jokes, pranks, stories and gos¬ 
sip. Somehow we made it through all those pre-dawn 
waits at the bus stop, walks wearing a dark jacket and 
bicycle rides through traffic. Probably because the 
adults of our day were extra-patient and extra-alert 
around schoolchildren having fun. 

Now it’s our turn to pass the test — as the adults.

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HAP opponents have 2 new petitions 

Tuckahoe Farm eyed as alternative site for affordable housing project

Opponents of the proposed HAP Housing development 
on Mill Street have formally organized and are collecting 
signatures on two new petitions — including one asking 
HAP to move its project to the western end of Feeding 
Hills. 

In a petition to the town’s Zoning Board of Appeals, the 
new group Save 586 Mill Street asks the board to deny the 
Springfield-based nonprofit’s application to build a hous¬ 
ing complex, which would include low-income housing 
units, on a former Mill Street farm. 

The petition says the neighborhood can’t handle a large 
development, and goes on to say that “the town of Aga¬ 
wam has contacted HAP and offered a viable alternative 
piece of property on an actual bus line in town ... an ap¬ 
propriate piece of land that can handle such a large com¬ 
plex and that is not located smack dab in the middle of all- 
residential streets with already unmanageable traffic from 
schools and churches.” The petition identifies this land as 
the Tuckahoe Turf Farm, a 292-acre parcel between South 
Westfield and South West streets. The town’s Department 
of Public Works uses Tuckahoe to store millings, dirt and 
waste brush, but there are no other plans for municipal 
use. The Route 57 expressway extension would cut across 
the property, if it were to be built as planned. 


Kristin DiCioccio, one of the organizers of the group, 
said on Tuesday that she had been told by City Councilor 
James Cichetti that “the town” was offering a portion of 
Tuckahoe Turf to HAP in exchange for giving up the Mill 
Street property, a 12.5-acre former farm. She said Cichetti 
did not say who from the town had made the offer, and she 
has not been able to confirm it with HAP officials. 

Mayor Richard Cohen said last week that nobody in his 
office made the offer. 

“I’ve heard that rumor, also, but I have not discussed 
that with anybody,” he said. “My understanding is that a 
councilor asked them outright, at a meeting, if they would 
be willing to sell [586 Mill St.] back to the town, and they 
said no.” 

Cohen noted that although the northern end of the 
Tuckahoe property is close to a bus line, that area of Feed¬ 
ing Hills lacks city sewers, which could make it difficult to 
build the scale of project — up to 70 apartments — that is 
thought to be planned for Mill Street. HAP has said it does 
not have concrete plans for its Agawam project yet. 

At press time, the petition to the ZBA had 145 signa¬ 
tures online. A second petition urges the state’s Housing 
Appeals Committee to deny any future application by HAP 
to build the project under Chapter 40B of state law, which 
allows developers of affordable housing units to sidestep 
local zoning laws and ZBA rulings. That petition has gar¬ 
nered more than 70 signatures. 

Both petitions can be found at www.change.org/o/ 
save_586_mill_street. DiCioccio said anyone is welcome 
to sign the petitions, but they are only available online. 

In addition to circulating petitions, DiCioccio said the 
Save 586 Mill Street group also plans to attend City Coun¬ 
cil meetings, appeal to state agencies and distribute lawn 
signs to show public opposition to the HAP project. 

DiCioccio emphasized that the group’s objection is not 
to low-income housing or low-income people in Agawam. 
Their concern, she said, is specific to the Mill Street neigh¬ 
borhood, which has challenges with “traffic, walkability, 
lack of sidewalks, no bus routes or businesses on Mill 
Street, making future renters walk down residential all¬ 
homes streets with no crosswalks or sidewalks or light¬ 
ing, [and] sewer problems weekly, backing into residents’ 
basements, two on William Street alone that I know of.” 

Cohen said he will do what he can to answer citizens’ 
questions and convey citizens’ concerns to the town’s rep¬ 
resentatives in the Statehouse. 

“I’m going to continue to zealously advocate on behalf 
of the town and demand studies to determine the impact 
on town,” Cohen said last week. “I’m going to remain in 
contact with our state delegation, as 40B greatly restricts 
the town’s authority to control projects.” 

In addition to concerns about the proposed project’s 
impact on the neighborhood, the ZBA petition also ob¬ 
jects to HAP’s selection system for housing applicants. 
HAP officials have said they would fill the units using a 
lottery, with no consideration given to Agawam residents; 
members of Save 586 Mill Street say this means that Aga¬ 
wam could be hosting a subsidized housing project that 
ends up accepting no applicants from in town.

Mayor, CPA board near 
compromise to fund 
replacing Town Hall roof

Town officials appear closer to getting a new roof for 
Agawam Town Hall then they were last month, when the 
Community Preservation Act Committee turned down a 
proposal from Mayor Richard Cohen. 

Cohen hopes to have the roof fully replaced, because it 
is falling into disrepair and has well outlived its life expec¬ 
tancy. 

“That roof is 40 years old,” said Cohen. “It has been main¬ 
tained by the town and repairs have been done to it. But it 
now past its life expectancy and we need to replace it.” 

Cohen’s request for $101,000 was turned down by the 
CPA after questions arose about the procedure followed in 
making the application, which included a design. 

“The CPA Committee felt that the application was not 
complete,” said Jennifer Bonfiglio, the chief procurement 
office and the CPA administrator. 

Under CPA guidelines, a design is required for projects 
like this, as well as approval needed to be sure the design 
fits historic standards. Agawam Town Hall is part of the 
Massachusetts Historic Register. 

Following dissenting vote by the CPA, City Councilor 
George Bitzas, who called out the CPA Committee for turn¬ 
ing down the application, met with Cohen, Bonfiglio, CPA 
Committee Chairman Henry Kozloski, and other town of¬ 
ficials to discuss a solution. 

Doug White, the head of building maintenance, has 
pursued getting a design completed for the roof project 
and will be submitting it with a new application to the CPA 
Committee. 

“We were able to work this out and we will be bringing 
the application back to the CPA, and I think it will be ap¬ 
proved,” said Cohen. 

Cohen said while the roof has outlived its life expectan¬ 
cy and there is some urgency to get it replaced, the need is 
not acute. 

“We have had a few leaks in the past,” said Cohen, “but 
they were repaired. We don’t have any right now and we 
don’t want to have any in the future.” 

Bitzas said he was unhappy with the CPA turning down 
the first proposal, saying there are plenty of funds in the 
CPA historic budget, with the roof only costing about 
$100,000. Although the City Council ultimately decides 
whether to spend CPA money, any project has to be ap¬ 
proved by the CPA Committee first. 

“If the CPA Committee turns down a proposal, or does 
not recommend it, then it does not go to the City Council,” 
said Bonfiglio. “Even if the City Council brings an applica¬ 
tion forward itself, it still must go through the CPA Com¬ 
mittee before the funding can be approved.” 

The council does have the right to turn down any proj¬ 
ect recommended by the CPA Committee, and did earlier 
this year by choosing not to install lights on the varsity and 
junior varsity softball fields being built at Agawam High 
School. 

The mayor and Bonfiglio did not say when a new appli¬ 
cation would be made to the CPA Committee for the roof, 
but Bonfiglio said it could be in for the September or Oc¬ 
tober meetings. 

“It depends on when the bids come in from the design 
Doug had done,” said Bonfiglio. 

The CPA Committee is next scheduled to meet at the 
end of the September.

ganti said, adding that the crossing guards are evaluated 
annually on reliability and how well they follow protocols 
and receive training from the Police Department’s safety 
officer. He reviews safety issues and checks to ensure the 
stop paddles work properly and are up-to-date, said Mar- 
ganti. Crossing guards also are trained on using EpiPens 
needed for students with severe allergies. 

Challenging weather 

Crossing guards work in nearly all types of weather 
— from bitter cold winter days to blazing hot late summer 
and spring afternoons — as well days when visibility is 
poor in the fog, pouring rain or even snow. 

Winter months bring special challenges because of slip¬ 
pery roads and sidewalks, and mounds of snow piled high 
by snowplows at some intersections. Additionally, crossing 
guards may have to contend with traffic signals that stop 
working or malfunction, making intersections even more 
hazardous. 

Marganti said crossing guards get support and assis¬ 
tance not only from the police, but also from the DPW and 
the town engineer to help alleviate or resolve some of these 
issues. 

But crossing guards all agree that the biggest risk they 
endure every day is distracted or speeding motorists. Al¬ 
though Marganti said no Agawam crossing guards have 
been injured or killed while doing their job, in several other 
communities there have been injuries — some fatal. 

“My life is at stake and so are the lives of the kids when 
were in the middle of the road,” said Bonavita, who is start¬ 
ing her second year as a crossing guard. 

Employed by the School Department, not the Police De¬ 
partment — at an annual cost of about $45,000 — crossing 
guards will often contact the police to follow up when mo¬ 
torists pose a danger to schoolchildren crossing the street. 

“But it can be difficult to get the information because 
our attention is focused on watching the kids,” added 
Clark. 

They keep one eye on the kids and the other on motor¬ 
ists. 

“Some drivers are just oblivious to the lights and to us,” 
said Santucci, who’s had drivers curse and swear at her. “I 
wish drivers would act as if it were their kids crossing the 
street.” 

“There are too many red-light runners, but because I’m 
alert at all times for students and myself, we’re all safe most 
of the time,” said Orr, a crossing guard for five years. She 
advises motorists to “drive with more awareness” of school 
areas and to follow the rules of the road at all times. 

Beauvais added that sometimes she’s had to pull kids 
back on to the sidewalk as they’ve started to cross because 
a driver has ignored a red light. 

“It can be scary when that happens,” she added. 

“Often, they go like hell trying to beat the light,” said 
Martin. 

“Many of them are on their cellphones and they’re not 
paying attention. Others are late for something and are 
just in a rush,” said Clark, a crossing guard for more than 
two decades.

Younger children can have more difficulty judging the 
speed and distance of approaching vehicles, so the cross¬ 
ing guards are especially critical at intersections near the 
elementary schools. 

“Our priority is the safety of the kids, not directing traf¬ 
fic. We just want to get them across the street safely,” said 
Jensen, who is also beginning her second year as a crossing 
guard. 

At the intersection in the center of Feeding Hills, at 
Granger School and near the junior high school, the heavy 
volume of traffic and multiple lanes on routes 57 and 187 
requires two crossing guards. 

‘Awesome’ kids 

Santucci said being a crossing guard is a good part-time 
job, but the best part is the kids. 

“I love the kids. I like listening to them and consoling 
them on occasion. Most of them are just awesome,” she 
said. 

Beauvais said the kids “brighten” her day: “I love see¬ 
ing them in the morning — they’re usually funny and in a 
good mood. They’re happy to see me and I’m happy to see 
them.” 

Martin said kids are respectful and appreciate what she 
does. 

“I’ve gotten thank-you cards and gift cards on the last 
day of school from some of them,” she said. 

Those connections and the bonds they form with kids 
help make up for the bad weather and bad drivers. 

“The kids and their parents are counting on us every 
day — that’s what makes it more than just a job for us,” said 
Jensen.

Bitzas said he was a proponent of the original CPA pro¬ 
posal almost 15 years ago, but believes it may be possible 
the CPA has run its course. 

“We have been able to get many projects completed,” 
said Bitzas. “Many of them have been beautiful. We have 
done several parks over, including School Street Park.” 

He also referenced declining payments from the state. 

“We used to get a dollar-for-dollar match from the 
state,” said Bitzas. “But now we only get about 27 per¬ 
cent.” 

Bitzas also pointed out there is currently $3.2 million 
in unexpended CPA funds and additional money will be 
added to the fund before the question could go on the bal¬ 
lot. 

Mayor Richard Cohen said Monday he supports the 
CPA tax as it is at 1 percent and believes it is a benefit for 
the town, especially because it brings some state mon¬ 
ey they town would otherwise not be able to secure. He 
agrees the money is important during a time when other 
forms of state aid are also drying up.

While supporting it, Cohen said he also supports Bit¬ 
zas’ pursuit of a ballot question. 

“I absolutely believe in the democratic process and the 
people have a right to have their voices heard,” said Co¬ 
hen. “That said, I think if it went on the ballot, the people 
would vote to keep it.” 

Bitzas will need to bring the proposal in front of the 
rest of the City Council in order to get it placed on the No¬ 
vember 2017 town ballot. The council would have to give a 
majority vote favoring its placement on the ballot, some¬ 
thing it has yet to do despite several requests over the past 
10 years. 

“There is not enough time to do it for this year,” said 
Bitzas, referring to the presidential election this Novem¬ 
ber. “I want there to be a chance for it to get out there to 
the people, have time for a good debate so the people can 
decide.” 

Bitzas said the will of the people is important, and he 
also believes the CPA question should be on the ballot ev¬ 
ery five years.

Cecchi’s latest book showcases Big E history 


Agawam resident David Cecchi first attended the East¬ 
ern States Exposition in September 1964. He doesn’t re¬ 
member much of that first fair — he was only a few months 
old — but like many in town, he’s attended faithfully every 
year since. With his brothers, Bobby and Michael, he’s ex¬ 
hibited vegetables from his family’s farm. He’s watched his 
sons march in the Big E’s daily parade with the Agawam 
High School Marching Band. He even took part in the very 
first Agawam Day celebration at the fair. 

Along the way, he’s amassed a collection of exposition- 
related memorabilia. To commemorate the centennial of 
this favorite local institution, and his love of it, he wrote 
a book, “The Big E: Eastern States Exposition,” part of Ar¬ 
cadia Publishing’s Images of America series, which will be 
released this month. To celebrate, Cecchi is holding a book 
signing on Monday, Sept. 12, from 6 to 8 p.m. at the Captain 
Charles Leonard House at 663 Main St. in Agawam. 

The book features nearly 200 images spanning the en¬ 
tire first century of the exposition. The images were select¬ 
ed from the exposition’s archives, which were graciously 
opened to Cecchi, the author’s own collection, and local 
residents. The book is a photographic tour from the fair’s 
inception as host to the 1916 National Dairy Show through 
recent years. From the early expansion in the 1920s, the 
Mohawk Indian Village, images of the 1927 and 1936 floods, 
and program covers throughout the decades, The accom¬ 
panying text highlights the important role the Big E held in 
the revitalization and promotion of New England agricul¬ 
ture, and is filled with little-known, newly discovered and 
interesting information. 

Copies of “The Big E: Eastern States Exposition” will be 
available for purchase, as will copies of Cecchi’s previous 
books of local interest — “Agawam and Feeding Hills,” “Aga¬ 
wam and Feeding Hills Revisited” and “Riverside Park.”

Teams will play off-campus

AGAWAM - After a smooth 
first few months, the Agawam 
High School athletic facility proj¬ 
ect has run into delays and Ath¬ 
letics Director David Stratton 
announced several of Agawam’s 
home games will now be played 
off campus for at least the first 
three weeks of the season, includ¬ 
ing volleyball. 


Jennifer Bonfiglio, the town’s 
chief procurement officer, said 
the project has gone through 
some weather delays and there 
was also a delay in the paving of 
the outside areas where the new 
artificial turf multi-use field is lo¬ 
cated. 

The concrete base surround¬ 
ing the field is where a brand new 
all-weather track will be installed. 
Agawam has been unable to host 
track meets for the past few years 


due to not having a proper track 
to compete on for meets. 

“The all-weather surface has to 
be kept off of for 17 days after it 
has been poured,” said Bonfiglio. 
“That means the kids cannot even 
cross it or a tarp to access the 
playing field.” 

Immediately after a meeting 
with the contractors last Thursday 
morning, Stratton began taking 
steps to move games off campus. 
Thursday was also the first day of

practices for fall sports teams. 

The football and girls soccer 
teams were practicing at Aga¬ 
wam Junior High School, the field 
hockey team is at Shea Park, and 
boys soccer team is practicing at 
School Street Park. Because the 
locker rooms are not ready and 
there is not a proper space for 
athletes to go in the high school, 
the volleyball team was moved to 
practice at the junior high. 

“Because we cannot have 


games there, I had to move most 
of our games to our opponents’ 
locations,” said Stratton. “In a 
couple of cases, I tried to move 
the date of the game, or switch 
the sites for teams we play in the 
league.” 

School Street Park will be the 
home site for boys and girls soc¬ 
cer games for the first month of 
September. The field hockey team

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Brownies move back up to AA, face tougher schedule in '16

AGAWAM - Earlier this week, the Agawam High School 
football team began holding practices, culminating with a 
scrimmage held last Saturday morning. 

The Brownies will have a much different look starting 
on Sept. 9 as their team and their schedule receive a huge 
makeover compared to the past three seasons. 

Agawam would make it all the way to the Western 
Massachusetts Division 4 Championship in three straight 
seasons after being moved from the AA Conference to the 
Suburban League. At the same team, Agawam had begun 
to develop a more experienced lineup on the field. 

Agawam would ride the arm of Mike Vecchiarelli for 
one season to a title game. Then, under the leadership of a 
strong group of running backs and two very talented sets 
linemen, the Brownies made two more title games. 

The Brownies would overcome their first big hurdle last 
season as they went a perfect 8-0 in the regular season, 
then defeated Wahconah in the sectional semifinals. Wah- 
conah had beat Agawam in two straight finals. 

Then, the Brownies had a huge rematch with their Sub¬ 
urban League rivals, Chicopee Comp. 

Comp, which lost to Agawam in the regular season, was 
more ready this time around, and went head-to-head with 
Agawam throughout the game, holding several leads dur¬ 
ing the game. 

Eventually, with the game tied 36-36, the Colts took ad¬ 
vantage of a couple of Agawam mistakes and scored anoth¬ 
er touchdown in the closing minutes of the game to take a 
44-36 win in the Division 4 final. Comp would eventual play 
in the state championship game. 

This season, Agawam will be moving back to the AA 
Conference, getting moved up after suffering just two 
league losses in three years. 

But due to a full realignment in the state where Aga¬ 
wam was moved to Division 2 because of their enrollment, 
the AA Conference has a bit of a different look, though the 
Colts are headed there with them.
